Vohlkamp amplified that he went 
to his office as Limp’s secretary, 
Miss Olive Berschek, arrived, be­ 
lieving the 
feeling of 
melancholy 
would wear off. 
Miss Berschek explained Limp dis­ 
missed her on the pretex of an er- 
rad to the company architect in 
another part of the building. She 
had gone only a short ways. she ad­ 
ded, w'hen she heard two shots. 
Limp’s son, William J. Jr., 21,

IN direct contradiction to recent 
* pronouncements for a college 
aristocracy, notably by President 
Cutten of Colgate University, is 
a declaration for higher education 
for all who will take it, made by 
Dr. Russell H. (Unwell, noted lec­ 
turer and college president, on the 
eve of education week. 
Dr. Conwell declares that higher 
education is getting too high for 
the masses to reach, and advocates 
educational facilities which will 
bring the cost down to the level 
of the average student's pocket. 
“With the cost of a year in 
college hovering around $1,000, we 
are losing sight of our democracy 
of opportunity," he said. “When 
the average student can't afford to 
go to college we must bring college 
to him, or government by the peo­ 
ple will go out of business." 
Dr. Conwell, in his eightieth 
year, is contributing to democracy 
in education by enlarging the ca­ 
pacity 
of 
Temple 
University, 
Philadelphia, to 25,000 students. 
He started Temple University 38 
years ago as a night class in a 
church basement. It now has 10,- 
000 students, most of them work­ 
ing their way on a part time basis. 
“I have no quarrel with the uni­ 
versities," he continued, “except 
that they are out of reach of the 
masses. 


“Correspondence 
schools 
and 
part time schools, making earning 
and learning possible at the same 
time, are the solution. They rep­ 
resent real democratic education. 
Work is no handicap to study. 
“The 
greatest 
men 
in 
this 
country secured their education 
through the basic correspondence 
school 
principle—home 
Study. 
Many of them have done this 
without the direction of effort 
and supervision which correspond­ 
ence schools give. This being true, 
certainly it is possible for the av­ 
erage student to do as much under 
a staff of skilled instructors. 
“The faculties of correspondence 
schools of national standing com­ 
pare favorably with those of the 
universities. Their influence pts- 
etfates to the remote quarters of 
the country. That means the open 
door to the best instruction for 
everybody. That is what I mean 
by democratic education." 
With one lecture, the interna­ 
tionally famous “Acres of Dia­ 
monds," which has been delivered 
nearly 6,100 times, Dr. Conwell 
has earned in 51 years $4,000,000. 
Every cent of this money, above 
expenses, has gone into Temple 
University. 
The Baptist Temple, 
of which Dr. Conwell has been 
pastor for 40 years, has the largest, 
Baptist congregation in the world.

Laboratory for Franklin Institute 
To Flank Sesquicentennial Entry 


Organization Has Encouraged 
Scientific 
Achievement 


for Century. 


FRANKLIN Institute, a unique 
* 
and venerable national insti­ 
tution, will begin work before the 
close of the year on a new home 
to be located on the Parkway, 
Philadelphia, an avenue which will 
be lined by the most imposing 
array 
of 
public 
buildings 
in 
America. 
The final cost of the 
three buildings to be occupied by 
the Franklin Institute is estimated 
at $2,250,000. 
The Institute, 98 years old, is 
now horsed in the original struc­ 
ture built by it in 1825 in a loca­ 
tion then considered “uptown.” 
A little shame-faced and weary in 
aspect, but still preserving an air 
of dignity and impeccable re­ 
spectability, the old building is 
now elbowed by pawn shops, fish 
markets, second hand emporiums, 
and cider saloons. 
So it is going 
to be abandoned. 


Has W ide Field 
For fours years after its com­ 
pletion this stately Greek temple, 
only a square away from Inde­ 
pendence Hall, was occupied by 
the United States Courts as well 
as the Institute. 
Since that time 
it has been devoted exclusively to 
the 
sheltering of 
the 
library, 
museum, classes, and researches 
of the institution which has as its 
motive the fostering of science in 
the spirit of Benjamin Franklin. 
“The Franklin Institute of the 
State of Pennsylvania for the 
Promotion of the Mechanic Arts,” 
According to the charter granted 
rn 1824 has a right; “to have per­ 
petual succession, to sue and be 
sued, implead and be impleaded, 
n all courts of record or else­ 
where, to use a common seal, and 
oreak, alter, and renew the same 
at pleasure, and to take, hold, and 
enjoy lands, tenements, and hered­ 
itaments.” It has done more than 
these things. 


A Record of Achievem ent 
In 1824 it held the first exhibi­ 
tion of American manufactures in 
historic 
Carpenters’ 
Hall, 
and 
awarded silver medals for “steel, 
iomestic carpetings, straw and 
grass bonnets.” 
Classes were es­ 
tablished in chemistry, mechanics, 
natural 
history, 
architecture, 
mathematics, and drawing, and the

first course of lectures commenced. 
In 1826 the first number of the 
Franklin Journal was issued, and a 
high school was established. Steam 
boilers, dry docks, water wheels, 
meteorological phenomena, uni­ 
form weights and measures, and 
uniform screw threads represent 
only a few of the fields of investi­ 
gation entered in the next fifty 
years. A great industrial exhibit 
was held in 1874. Then a resolu­ 
tion to Congress from the Institute 
resulted in the holding of the first 
great world fair, the Centennial 
in 1876. Without state or federal 
aid the Institute held the first In­ 
ternational Electrical Exhibition 
in 1884, and the organization of 
the American Institute of Electri­ 
cal Engineers resulted. 
The Na­ 
tional Export Exhibition was held 
in 1899. During the last war an 
aviation examination station, a 
school of navigation, and a free 
radio school were established and 
maintained. 


Awards for Ingenuity 
Notable among recent work of 
the Institute has been the encour­ 
agement of scientific investigation 
and achievement by a system of 
honorary 
medals. 
Thomas 
A. 
Edison, Sir James Dewar, the 
physicist, Marconi, inventor of the 
I wireless, Alexander Graham Bell, 
I Ralph 
Mojeski, 
bridge builder, 
I Sir Charles A. Parsons, who de-

veloped the steam turbine, and 
Sir Joseph John Thomson, for 
his research in electricity and the 
constitution of matter, are among 
those whose accomplishments have 
been recognized in this way. Va­ 
rious companies which have pro­ 
duced machines of great utilitarian 
value, such as the American Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Company, 
the Baldwin Locomotive Works, 
and Colt’s Fire Arms Manufactur­ 
ing Company, have also received 
awards. 
The latest award of this

was 
the 
Longstreth 
Medal, conferred on the Noiseless 
Typewriter Company for the in­ 
vention of a “thoroughly success­ 
ful 
commercial noiseless type­ 
writer.” The medal was presented 
to Dr. C. W. Colby, president of 
the Noiseless Typewriter Com­ 
pany, on November 15. 


R are Scientific Collection 
The first of the new buildings 
to be constructed will be a re­ 
search laboratory. 
A main build­ 
ing for assembly and library will 
follow, after which the group will 
be made complete by a museum, 
to be known as the Scientific and 
Technical Museum. 
The Institute already has a col­ 
lection of scientific books and ex­ 
hibits, basic material which it has 
taken a hundred years to collect 
and which is without parallel in 
i this country if in the world.

Contracts for hard surfacing more 
than a hundred miles of the Postal 
highway between 
McAlester 
and 
Fort Smith, in Oklahoma, are to 
be let on November 15, according to 
B. E. Clark, state commissioner of 
highways. 
The contracts will call for an 
expenditure, according to the type 
of road adopted, of approximately 
$2,500,000, Mr. Clark 
said, 
al­ 
though the cost may run as high as 
$3,000,000 or as low as 2,000,000. 
Bids will be submitted on three 
types of 
road, 
the 
commissioner 
said, gravel, bituminous and con­ 
crete. The gravel roads bf the state 
have averaged a 
cost of 
between 
$15,000 and $20,000 a mile, the 
bituminous surfaced 
roads 
about 
$25,000 and the 
concrete 
roads 
about $30,000 
a mile, he said. 
The work to be done under these 
contracts will be for the most part 
in eLFlore, Latimer and Pittsburg 
counties, the commissioner said, on 
the Postal highway east 
of 
Mc­ 
Alester. Some work on the Jeffer­ 
son highway near McAlester is also 
to be contracted at the same time, 
he added. 
With the completion of the work 
contemplated in 
these 
contracts, 
according to the highway commis­ 
sioner, the greater part of the Post­ 
al highway between Oklahoma City 
and Fort Smith will be hard-sur­ 
faced. The exception will be the 
road through Seminole, Hughes and 
Pottawatomie 
couniies, 
connecting 
with the East Twenty-third street 
concrete road into this city. 
The work to be contracted at this 
time will be paid for half by the 
state and half by the federal aid 
fund 
allotted 
to 
Oklahoma, 
Mr. 
Clark said. It will be the largest 
amount of work ever contracted at 
any one time in the state on roads. 
But, he added, it will be practical­ 
ly the last road on which under the 
present allottment from the federal 
government, the work will be di­ 
vided ’SO-SO between the state and 
the nation. He explained that the 
federal aid allotment for this year 
is only $1,800,000, 
and that, if 
that sum is to be increased next 
year, the state 
legislature 
must 
make 
additional 
large appropria­ 
tions for roads. 
He said that the federal road and 
bureau grants aid more readily on 
propects for which the state has 
appropriated funds than on work 
for which counties pay, and ex­ 
plained the reason for this by say­ 
ing that the bureau has iaken the 
position that it can more readily 
be assured that the state will main­ 
tain a road properly ihan a coun­ 
ty.
